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'"'Something  will  hare  to  be  done  to  reform 
our  court  system  in  regard  to  treatment  of  young 
truants.  I  hare  had  no  less  than  seventj-five  of 
them  before  me  this  fall,  and  since  last  spring  I 
have  had  to  sentence  to  the  penitentiary  about 
half  a  dozen  youtJs  under  twenty  years  of  age. 
We  certainly  should  have  a  special  judge  and  a 
special  court  for  these  young  boys,  but  our  whole 
system  will  have  to  be  reformed,  for  at  present  I 
have  no  means  of  finding  out  the  character  of  a 
young  boy  brought  before  me  except  by  applying 
to  his  parents  or  to  the  complainants.  The  courts 
and  educational  institutions  should  work  together 
in  this  connection.  Of  course  we  have  a  good 
reformatory  here  in  Montreal  for  Catholic  boys, 
and  one  at  Sherbrooke  for  the  Protestants,  but 
the  proper  place  to  train  a  child  is  at  home  and 
at  school,  and  crime  among  our  young  people  will 
not  decrease  until  this  is  generally  recognized  by 
all  our  judges.'* — Judge  F.  X.  Choquit.
